Hughes Welcomes Envoys to 
Washington Meeting 
Parleys to Extend Over Two 
Years Start W ednesday

(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Or- 
ganization of the American-Mexi- 
can General Claims Commission 
was effected here today and the 
body set next Wednesday for the 
first of a series of meetings, ex- 
rected to extend over two years or 
more, to complete the task of ad- 
justing claims pending between 
the two countries and their respec- 
tive nationals since 13868 and ag- 
gregating millions of dollars. 

After a formal weledme by Sec- 
retary Hughes, no time was lost 
on the commissioner's program 
from the business of preparing 
ways and means for discharging 
the work laid out for them by the 
convention dealing with general 
claims. 

Secretary Hughes declared that 
“we fee) that we are entering upon 
a new era of mutual confidence in 
our relations with Mexico to the 
advantage of the peoples of both 
countries.” 

The meeting, Secretary Hughes 
said in his formal! address of greet- 
ing, once more “indicated in this 
hemisphere the determination to 
find appropriate and peaceful so- 
lutions of thternational questions 
and gave emphatic demonstration 
of our devotion to the cause of 


peace. 
PRACTICAL WORK 

“That cause,” he asserted, “tri- 
umphs not so much in ambitious 
programs or in counsels of perfec- 
tion, not so much in expression of 
ideals, however important these 
may be, as in the practical work of 
removing causes of differences and 
in providing just settlements. These 
furnish the tests of our profes- 
sions and the measure of our 
achievements. 
“The convention under which you 
are organizing as a commission is 
a document in every line of which 
breathes the spirit of justice. There

40 Per Cent Uncompleted | 


Engineer Morton Says Time 
for Action Has Come 


Needs of Commission Put at 
$20,000,000 a Year 


{BY & P. NIGHT WIRE) 

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 30.—High- 
way construction in California is 
not keeping pace with the designa- 
tion of new roads. Construction 
is running a constantly losing race 
with new mileage, until, at pres- 
ent, 2814 miles of designated State 
highway, 44 per cent of the State 
system, remain uncompleted in 
the face of a depleted “Treasury, 
says State Highway Engineer R. 
M. Morton, in an article in the cur- 
rent issue of the Highway Com- 
mission Bulletin in which he re- 
views the history of State highway 
building in California. 

The original Bond Act contem- 
plated laterals connecting all the 
county seats with the main trunk 
lines. Fourteen county seats, Mr. 
Morton says, still are without 
State-built roads. The State is 
without a single completed inter- 
state connection while in many 
places in the interior valleys, and 
adjacent to the large centers of 
population existing pavements are 
inadequate to handle the rapidly 
increasing traffic and must be 
widened and thickened. 

With $73,000,000 in bond funds 
expended, the State Highway En- 
gineer declares it is time to take 
stock and to “consider where we 
are drifting in highway construc- 


mary shows that the net 
State highway mileage to be 
6504 miles, according to Morton. 
Of this tetal the State has paved 
2085 miles: the counties have 
paved and the State has taken 
over 280 miles; counties have paved 
ard the State has not adopted 
eighty-three miles; the State has 
graded 1240 miles, lea 2814 on 
which no construction been 
done, or approximately 40 per cent 
of the total. 

In view of the fact that it will 
cost at least $200,000,000 to com- 
plete the: present system, Mr. Mor- 
ton concludes that an income for 
the State Highway Commission of 
not less than $20.000,000 a year 
needed. Future expenditures 
will increase because much of the 
work remaining to be done is in 
the remoter and mountainous sec- 
tions where grading and surfacing 
costs necessarily are higher than 
in the valleys.

P . seems to me to be stead- 

ily increasing. The so-called 

“American plan for mutual as- 

sistance’ is now attracting no lit- 

tle attention on both sides of the 

Atiantic and bids fair to be a real 

step toward the solution of the In- 

tricate problem of the world-wide 
limitation of armaments. 

I find Americans here in Geneva 
on many committees working hard 
and apparently effectively toward 
the achievement of the purposes 
for which the League of Nations 
came into existence, and for which 
no other agency now exists nor is 
likely to exist in the near future. 
Indeed, from a practical point of 
view, it seems to me that we Amer- 
feans have no alternative except, 
first, to co-operate formally or in- 
formally in molding the League in- 
to such an organization for pro- 
moting world peace as we desire to 
see, or, second, to throw our in- 
fluence against the cause of world 
peace altogether. 


representative of 
Latin told me yesterday 
that Latin-American distrust of the 
United Btates had been enormously 
increased since war by our 
unco-operative attitude in world 
problems. It has been the moat ef- 
fective handle which our detrac- 
tors in Latin America have had at 
their disposa)] for spreading among 
their people the idea that the Unit- 
ed States is a nation without ideals, 
intensely materialistic, supremely 
selfish, and hence dangerous for 
them. If we think thie unjust. it 
still behooves us to consider care- 
fully the causes of the spread of 
such ideas. 
The emal!l committee on which 
I have been acting as an “Ameri- 
can observer” is called “The Com- 
mittee on Intellectual Co-opera- 
tion.” It consists of about fifteen 
members which include Henri 
Bergson of Paris, Gilbert Murray 
of Oxford, Prof. Einstein of Ber- 
lin, Dr. H. A. Lorentz of Holland, 
Senator Ruffini of Turin, Mme. 
Curie of Paris, Dr. De Castro of 
Brazil, ete. Its activities are con- 
cerned, in a word, with promot- 
ing international understandings 
through facilitating contacts be- 
tween the intellectual 
the intellectual personalities and 
institutions of different countries. 


WIDE SCOPE 

Since wars arise in large mea- 
sure because of international mis- 
understandings, and since the in- 
fluences which may be expected 
to assist in correcting such mieun- 
derstandings must inevitably have 
their inception largely in univer- 
sities and other centers of intel- 
lectual life, it ie evident that the 
committee on intellectual co-o 

eration has within it the possibil- 
ities ef very far-reaching useful- 
ness in promoting the main pur- 
pose of the League of Nations— 
the diminution of the likelihood of 


war. 

Without going into detall at the 
moment of the work of the sub- 
committees through which the 
main committee works, commit- 
tees on the exchange of publica- 
tions, on the exchange of profes- 
sore, on the conditions of intel- 
lectual life in different countries.

TRACED TO FOREFATHERS 


One Shared Ride With Paul Revere; 
Dad Hero of Civil War; Plain 
Charlie in Old Home Town —

Prof. J. H. Chamberlin, 
member of the faculty since Char- 
lie Dawes was a sophomore. 

There is a gray-haired lady in 
Marietta today, wife of one of the 
biggest men in the valley, who 
went to school with Charlies Gates 
Dawes. She voices the sentiment 
of Marietta: 

NOTHING BUT “CHARLIE” 

“He ip a man, end he was 
@ great boy; but ne matter what 
office he is elected to I will never 
call him anything but Charile 
Dawes.” 

Bo if you speak of Gen. Dawes, 
the home folks will begin to tell 
you of Gen. Rufus R. Dawes, 
colonel of the Sixth Wisconsin 
Regiment, a part of the famous 
Iron Brigade. 

He was Charlies Gates 
father. and so closely connected 
with the romantic and adventur- 
ous background of American hbis- 


tory that he has handed down to ~- 


his son a heritage of Ame 
in the annals of the 


Gen. Dawes—the Civil War gen- 
eral—was descended from William 
Dawes of Massachusetts, who 
would have been as famous as 
Paul Revere had he a more poetic 
name, for while Paul vere was 
riding one way to spread the Lex- 
ington alarm, William Dawes was 
riding in another direction. Long- 
fellow made Pau! Revere immor- 
tal. bat William Dawes did exactly 
as good « job on the same night, 
April 18, 1776. 

After the revolution came one 
of the country’s greatest enter- 
prises, the formation of the Ohio 
Company to exploit and gs 
the vast empire west of the - 
legheny Mountains. What is now 
was then wilderness, reigned 
over by Indians. 


WENT IN BLINDLY 


The Ohio Company, formed 
of- New England men, and 
soldiers of Washington's conti- 
tinental troops, went into that 
territory blindly. Leaders of the 
movement were Gen. Rufus Put- 
nam and Gen. Berijamin Tupper. 


Their first appearance on the 


Ohio River was in a boat built 
by them near Fort Duquesne, now 
Pittsburg. It wae forty-three feet 
long, of fifty tons burden, rakish 
bows and bullet oof. The New 
Englanders nam it May Fiower 
ae is now called “Mayflower Sec- 
ond.” 

They salled down the Ohio five 
days and decided to land at the 
ng where the Muskingum River 
oi 


ms the greater stream. There 
were forty-seven colonists in the 
first party and about 140 in 
second party that joined them lat- 
er; and the earliest Ohio Dawes 
was in one these early groups 
that built Marietta and made it 
the metropolis of the new great 
Northwest. They named the city 
in honor of Marie Antoinette of 
France, who had been so great «a 
friend to lafayette. 

George Washington said of these 
men: “No colony in America was 
ever settied under such favorable 
auspices .. . Information, 
property and will be its 
characteristica. I know many of 
the settlers personally and there 
never were men better calculated 
to promote the welfare of a com- 
munity.” 


It is 
ly at Marietta College, and at least 
one historian calls it the equal of 
Magna Charta in its pronounce- 
ments for liberty of action, thought 
and government. 

The Amertcanism which has 
come down so clearly and with so 
great vigor to Charles Gates Dawes 
may be traced through the records 
of the Ohio Company. 

The Society of the Cincinnati, 
formed about that time by Wash- 
ington's o had a great deal 
to do with the tremendous spirit 
of patriotism that was characteris- 
tie of the Ohio River settiers for 
years, and which still existe. 

A further influence was exerted 
by another kind of brotherhood. In 
February 1776, a number of Wash- 
ington's officers surrounding Bos- 
ton received from a representative 
of Masonry in England the author- 
ity to form the historic American 
Union Lodge of Free and Accepted 
Masons (Now American Union No. 
1 of Marietta, O.,. Many of its 
members were in the first pioneers 
who braved the hardships of the 
Northwest Territory. 


INFLUENCE SHOWN | 


The influences of these bonds 
were felt in the Northwest Terri- 
tory; and for years the Ohio Vai- 
ley, with Marietta the home of the 
Dawes family, was a bulwark of 
conservative, constructive thought. 

Rufus R. Dawes, the old gen- 
eral, was brought up to fear God 
and attend to business, as a fam- 
ily friend expressed it. He at- 
tended Marietta Academy, and lat- 
er Marietta College. He had not 
been graduated many months be- 
fore his father togok him to Wis- 
consin to engage in business, and 
he had not been there a year be- 
fore the Civil War burst on the 
country; and in ten days after 
lAncoln’s first call Rufus Dawes 
had formed a company to serve 
for three years, he being elected 
captain. The three years’ service 
is worth more than passing men- 
tion, for at that time volunteers 
were enlisting for three months, 
expecting the affair to be over in 
a few days.

There ie. however, a valuable end 
fascinating class of engravings and 
mezzotints which can only be prop- 
erty termed “interpretations” 
paintings. These are invariably 
done after paintings which Los An- 
geles could not possibly own. as 
they repose in the museums of Old- 
World capitals, or quite often have 
perished in war or fire, only to be 
remembered through the work of 
the interpreting engraver. 
PERMANENCE OF PRINTS 
A fine erfraving enjoys certain 
advantages over a paint- 
ing which, with reasonable care, 
insures ite pe ence. Of all, our 
modern output of printed matter, 
only such books as are printed on 
hand-made paper with very pure 
k can hope to survive a long pe- 
of years. Machine-made paper, 
and 99% per cent of our books are 
printed on it, is doomed to rust. 
for it is made by machinery, the 
pulp itself being beaten in metal 
beaters, tiny shreds of the metal 
lodging in the paper and eventually 
appearing as rusty holes. Etchings 
and engravings, from the very be- 
ginning. have been printed on the 
finest obtainable hand-made paper, 
which is never touched by meta! In 
the course of its manufacture, wood 
only being employed. The ink used 
has always been and still is mixed 
from the purest Frankfort black 
and burnt linseed oil. There is no 
chemical! action to destroy the 
beauty of a fine print, only that 
slight mellowing of the paper which 
rather tends to enhance an old 
etching or engraving. In fact, the 
great etchers of our own da 
we are living in one of the greatest 
periods of the art—are constant 
on the hunt for papers which have 
aged a hundred years or so, for 
they know that such paper will 
never change after that time and 
they employ its slightly aged tone 
to great advantage for the finest

Rebel General is Convicted 
by Soviet Court 


Stay of Execution Granted to 
Permit Appeal 


Twenty-five Officers Given 
Same Sentence 


(BY CARLA AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

MOSCOW, Aug. 29.—The trial 
and conviction yesterday of Gen. 
Boris Savinkoff contributed prob- 
ably the most dramatic case that 


has come before the revolutionary 
war tribunal. Savinkoff, former 
Military Governor of Petrograd, 
and Assistant Minister of War in 
the Kerensky Cabinet, was sen- 
tenced to death on a multitude of 
charges growing out of his seven 
years’ struggle against the soviet 


regime. 

A stay of execution was ordered, 
however, to allow an appeal for 
pardon to the executive commit- 
tee, as Savinkoff acknowledged his 
guilt and expressed a desire to 


support the soviet.
